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‘Gouging’ on Roads 
Must Be Overcome 


State Highway Board Chairman Roger 
Lawson warned Wednesday that the 
interstate highway program in Georgia 
is being endangered through “gouging” 
by landowners on rights of way purchases. 

Mr. Lawson’s frankness is appreciated. 
He not only pinpointed a major roadblock 


of landowners. _ 

Such a situation is deplorable. What- 
ever steps Mr. Lawson and the highway 
board take to circumvent such obvious 
efforts to hold up the state and federal 
governments should have the weight of 
public opinion backing therm. While the 
rights of landowners should be respected, 
they have as big an interest in good roads 
as anyone else and should not be per- 
mitted to cheat. 

Condemnation proceedings should be 
used whenever and wherever necessary to 
insure fairness. The chairman mentioned 
alternate routes as a possibility. The lat- 
ter course, it seems to us, would be Self- 
defeating and should be used only as a 
last resort. 

We do not believe such “gouging” will 
be approved by Georgia taxpayers, who, 
after all, are footing the bill. Mr. Lawson 
is on sound political ground in resisting 
and no concessions to petty politics should 
be tolerated. Georgia needs all the roads 
that the funds will buy and every dollar 
should be spent so as to get the maximum 
mileage. 

Let the board set up the necessary ma- 
chinery to secure rights of way with all 
possible speed. Unless it eliminates these 
delays and haggling, the funds will con- 
tinue to lie unused. 


Landowners are urged to cooperate for 


-the good of themselves and of the state. 


Lacking such cooperation, the board 
should use all legal means to overcome 
the snags.

Fluoridation Results 
Pleasing to Rochester 


There was a time when it made news 
for the staff at the Eastman Dental Dis- 
pensary in Rochester, N.Y., to look into 
the mouth of a child and see no cavi- 
ties. Now absence of tooth decay among 
children is no rarity. 

So says Dr. Basil G. Bikby, director 
of the dispensary. 

Studies made by the clinic indicate 
that fluoridation not only is reducing 
dental decay,. but actually abolishing it 
in many children. 

Rochester has had flouridation for 
four years. 


In Evanston, Ill., where flouridation 
is eight and a half vears old, occurrence 
of dental decay in teeth of 6 to 8-year- 
old children has been reduced 64 per 
cent. 


The Evanston results are announced 
in a report of a study made by three 
doctors of dentistry at the Zollner Me- 
morial Dental Clinic, University of Chi- 
cago. 


The same report quotes Evanston - 


pediatricians as noting no other physical 
change or difference between their yo 
patients who drink flouridated water 
those who live in communities where. 
the water is not fluoridated. 

The Rochester and Evanston reports 
join the accumulation of evidence show- 
ing that flouridation is a safe, effective 
way to fewer dental cavities and hence 
fewer aching teeth.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15 W—A con- 
spirator testified today that the 
late Abe Telvi was ‘“‘tricked, lied 
to and swindied’’ by underworld 
higher-ups into blinding labor col- 
umnist Victor Reisel with acid. 


“Tt was a low trick.” said 
Joseph Peter (Joe Peelo) Carlino, 
43. He has pleaded guilty to con- 
spiracy in the case. 

Carlino said Telvi—later slain— 
was hired for $500 with the idea 
he was going to beat up a ‘“‘shlub”’ 
—a nobody—only to learn later 
that Riesel was the attack victim. 


FEDERAL WITNESS 


Carolino was a government wit- 
ness in the U.S. court trial of 
three other alleged conspirators.

BOCA RATON, Fla., Nov. 15 
(—An Atlanta banker told the 
Southern Newspaper Publishers 
Assn. today that Dijxe pays out 
more money in finance charges 
on northern capital than it re- 
ceives from its cotton crop. 

In spite of its great progress, 
said Mills B. Lane Jr., presi- 
dent of the Citizens and . South- 
ern National Bank of Georgia, 
the South still is deficient in 
capital and “the only way to 
catch up with other sections is 
to produce more wealth or save 
more.”’ 

As, an example of the cost of 
outside, financing, Lane said the 
cotton crop in Georgia is worth 
about 50 million dollars, while 
finance charges paid by Geor- 
gians on northern capital 
amounts to-75 million dollars an- 


| nually. 


LONG A DEFICIT AREA

Turkey is big talk this year. And especially this 
week before Thanksgiving when all through the house 
every creature is thinking of the feast in store. 

The way the bird is roasted is as traditional to some as the 
fact that it is the first thing to come to mind and the last thing 


to be omitted from the menu. 


Variety comes in the stuffing. 


Here is an old-fashioned one called party stuffing. It’s really 
an established favorite—chestnut dressing. Next is a popular 
bread stuffing. Use day-old bread or corn bread or a combination. 

Mincemeat stuffing is a natural. And for a change from 
oyster stuffing try New England bread stuffing which features 
minced clams for a subtle flavoring.

Few Simple Rules Make Turkey | 
A Bird Worth Talking About 


Correct roasting of a turkey is slow cooking by dry heat 
on a rack in an open pan. It requires no water, no cover and ° 
no searing. Always roast turkey dome in one continuous cooking 
period. 

Low temperature assures better flavor and appearance, 
less shrinkage and less loss of juices. 


A shallow pan allows heat to circulate around bird, roast- 
ing it evenly. A rack at least ome-half inch high raises the 
bird off the bottom of the pan, keeping it out of the juices. 

For best results follow these simple steps: 

1. Rub cavity lightly with salt. 2. Place stuffing in wish- 
bone area to fill it out. Fasten neck with skewer. 3. Stuff 
cavity well, but not too tightly. 4. Truss bird by binding legs 
and wings to body’ and place on rack in shallow pan. 

2. Grease skin with fat. Insert thermometer so that bulb 
is in center of inside thigh muscle or thickest part of breast 
meat, not touching the bone. 

6, Cover bird very loosely with foil or fat-moistened cheese 
cloth. 

7. Place in preheated 325-degree oven. Do not cover, Sear 
or add salt. If cloth dries, remoisten with drippings. 

10. When turkey is two-thirds done cut trussing strings 
and roast until done, allowing approximately 3% to 4% hours 
for a 6-to-8-pound bird, 4 to 5 hours for 8to-12-pound bird, 5 
to 6 hours for a 12-to-16-pound bird, 6 to 7% hours for a 16-to- 
20-pound bird and 7% to 9 hours for a 20-to-24-pound bird.
